The. 
Mexican revolution has col- 


lapsed. It is all over except the details 
of restoring order where there is a dis- 
position to keep up guerrilla warfare. 
Most of the leaders have been cap- 
tured, executed or are in flight. Some 
of the conspirators have gotten across 
the border into the United States. 
Among these fugitives fo.ur men were 
arrested by federal authorities at New 
York, with. $750,000 worth of loot they 
had carried out of Mexico, principally 
in bank notes, gold coin and securities.

The wisdom of the American policy 
adopted . by /VVoodrow: Wilson in refus- 
ing* to recognize -de facto governments- 
set up by murderers and looters has 
been justified many times by .; subs-e- 
qtrerit events. 


•The government at Washington was 


right in giving its moral, and legal sup- 
port, so far as it could, to the existing 
government in Mexico City and.Avith-. 
holding.all aid and comfort to the. reb- 
els. The problem of IKTVV to preserve 
stable government in Mexico is both 
difficult and complicated. It is, howev- 
er, : the one thing standing in the way 
of -the progress, and enlightenment of 
that country. Not until some way is 
found can the submerged classes in 
Mexico hope for any real improvement 
in their status.

..-..On the .face of things• this would 
look like an important housecleaning 
by Chicago., Unfortunately, there is no 
guarantee of the 
future. . Rather it 


chiefly serves "to reveal to the public 
the chronic state of government in that 
city," These conditions exist constantl}- 
.arid no real advance can be made to- 
ward changing them until the charac- 
ter of city government itself undergoes 
radical alteration. So long as the 
people go on electing men of the 
Thompson type., together with known 
grafters in various other branches of 
public service, there will be nothing 
better. 


Millions of dollars are taken out of 


the pockets of the taxpayers of • Chi- 
cago by these crooks and looters. The 
scandal goes on day after day, month 
after month and year after year.

LUSITAMA SINKING 


•Fourteen years ago tooay a German submarine, 


U-20, torpedoed the Cunard -liner Lusitania and 
made America's. entry into the "World War in- 
evitable.

The giant ship sank prow first within 20 min- 


utes after it had been hit, crarying with her 
l',195 ^persons, of whom 291 were women and 94 
small' children.' Of the 188.. Americans who .Were 
on board, 114 lost, their lives. 


The effect of the tragedy on America was com- 


parable to that which was aroused by the sink- 
ing of the Maine.

As soon as possible the German Foreign Office 


sent, a note to Secretary 61 State Bryan .express- 
ing deep sympathy over the loss of lives aboard 
the Lusitania and excusing the sinking on the 
grounds that such measures 
were 
necessary 


against Britain's attempts to starve Germany's 
population.' 
: 


President Wilson, replied with a note which 


caused Germany to yield half-heartedly. 
She 


made some pretense of curbing her submarine 
activities, but a; little more than a. year later an- 
nounced a new policy of'sinking all ships found 
within the waters surrounding the allied coun- 
tries.

Lakehurst, N. J,—which probably 
will consume about 80 .hours.

of the flight's progress. Commercial 
message traffic, such as newspaper 
accounts will go by way of commer- 
cial radio—the Radio Corporation ol 
America stations at Tuckerton, N 
J., and Chatham, Mass. 


The Graf Zeppelin carries new ra- 


dio equipment. On her maiden flighl 
here last October ehe did not meet 
with complete success in her com- 
munication. She depended almost en- 
tirely on intermediate frequency 
equipment, and tried to avoid naval 
aid because it was a commercial trip. 
But naval radio trailed her to home 
shores on her return trip, and naval 
assistance has been solicited for the 
round trip voyage scheduled to be- 
gin May 15. 


Her new equipment consists of a 


50 watt high frequency transmitter, 
and will be relied upon mainly for 
its early contacts with the navy. On 
her first trip she carried only ansex- 
penmental short -wave outfit. 
She 


will communicate with this set on 
a dozen different frequencies rang- 
ing from 4,000 iilocycles (75 meters) 
to 19,900 kilocycles (25 meters). 


GARRT OTHER SETS 
In addition she also will carry her 


regular intermediate frequency sets, 
tl»e main transmitter having 140 watt 
output, with range of about 1,000 
miles for telegraph, and about 250 
miles for telephone. Her emergency 
to ermediate frequency set is of 70 
watts, with a 500 mile telegraph 
range and about a 150 mile tele- 
phone range. She also carries a radio 
:ompass outfit located in her radio 
room, having a wave range of 1,000 
to 75 kilocycles (300 to 4,000 meters) 


The navy does not hope to contact 


with the dirigible until she has trav- 
eled more than one third of the dis- 
tance. Then it will try to pick her 
up. Captain S. C. Hooper, chief of

By a recent law the amount -which 


a candidate might spend was, in view 
of the- enlargements of the elector- 
ate, reduced to 12 cents a voter in 
county divisions and 10 cents a voter 
in boroughs. 


In addition, there are allowed the. 


salary of an election agent up to 
£375 in county divisions and £250 in 
boroughs and the personal expenses 
of a candidate up to £500. 


The latest estimate of the totaV 


electorate on the new register 
is 


rather more than 27,000,000. 
On a 


fair assumption that half of these 
are in county divisions and half in 
boroughs, the maximum permissible 
expenditure by the candidates of all 
parts (assuming a three-cornered 
contest in. all cases) would be appro- 
ximately £12,000,000. 


To this would have to be added 


the expenses of returning 
officers, 


poll clerks, hire of halls for polling 
tooths and other incidental expen- 
ses. 
These are fixed by treasury 


scale and paid by the treasury out 
of the taxpayers' money. A sum of 
£1,250,000 is already included for the 
purpose in the estimates of the year.

His is not the kind of hobby that 


wears itself out in words and never 
reaches action. As his ch'ofce of game 
bird* is pheasants and mallards, he. 
is raising these kinds of birds and 
liberating them in likely places at the 
most propitious tim'is of the year. 


Hunting clubs clip the birds' wings 


before liberation so that the birds 
may not migrate to .other counties 
and be lost. Beside their -wings the 
only protection pheasants have is 
their color aad the:? afc:J:tr tc con- 
ceal themselves. With their wing pro- 
tection gone they become an easier 
prey to animals. Indiscriminate peo- 
ple catch the birds, pack, crate them, 
convey the crates to a thicket, and 
when wild with terror then are liber- 
ated. If their wings are not clipped 
the birds scatter and take to the air 
with the speed of hawks, leave the 
county and never flock up again. But 
the worst feature of both methods is 
that the birds unaccustomed to 
scratch for their own feed are liber- 
ated in the late fall when feed in 
wild places is unusually scarce and 
when winter is approaching.

The state railroad commission,

He declared 
that the present public utility laws 
are working out effectively and effi- 
ciently for the people. 


Mr. Ryan said that the Loomis bill, 


allowing

plants in competition with existing 
privately owned plants, was not only 
unconstitutional, but was unfair to 
the utilities which have invested 
huge sums of money in developing 
electrical industry all over the state. 


"The indeterminate permit 'law 


should be considered a pledge on the 
part of the state to the utility com- 
panies to the effect that such com- 
panies might 
safely invest 
their 


money in the development of the 
utility industry of the state without 
fear of competition as long as the 
requirements of the law to furnish 
adequate service at reasonable rates 
•were lived up to." 


"• The present -bill would violate that 
pledge, and is in reality a plan on 
the parts of proponents of municipal 
ownership to take property of the 
utility company that has. become a 
paying proposition."

get them to take your bait. They •will 
rise occasionally and make a rush 
at your litre but pass It by as if they 
had actually missed it. This is not 
the case. A trout never misses his 
prey if he really wants it. That 
would be an error in nature, and nat- 
ure never errs. 


There are various reasons why 


trout do not bite at certain tunes. 
Some of these reasons we know, but 
not all of them. Usually the best 
time of the day is from about eight 
o'clock in the morning to about noon, 
or from say four in the afternoon un- 
til dark. These periods apply only to 
the daylight fishermen. The best tune 


ter darkness has descended. They are 
on the feed in the dark hours and 
that means if you offer them the 
right lure they will hit it, be it a 
midget fly, or a three inch chub tatil. 


One day last season I fished the 


Wolf river above Big Eddy. I knew 
there were fish in the stream, I saw 
them, but I could not get a rise from 
a good sized one even though I tried 
some 20 different patterns of flies 
and various spinners and other lures. 


Finally, in desperation, I attached 


a number six "Josephine" fly, you 
fisherman know the big, red scare- 
crow. With it I combined a spinner. 
At the first cast a Rainbow fully IS 
inches in length rolled up over it, 
with no intention, however, of hitting 
the lure. Later on, two more equally 
as big made savage rushes at the 
gaudy combination and then disap- 
peared into the depths and I saw 
them no more. They were simply 
looking the lure over. 


It was an off day. Conditions look- 


ed favorable but the fish were not 
feeding. We had had heavy rams just 
previous to that time and that may 
have had something to do with the 
situation. That is a good place after 
a dry spell, particularly for a few 
good sized fish. The small ones do 
not seem to frequent the spot. 


The deep hole below Big Smoky 


Falls has some dandy Rainbows. One 
day last season while standing on the 
rock run looking down stream "L. saw 
a Rainbow at least two feet long leap 
clear of the water. I have 
taken 


some nice fish there using live shin- 
er minnows. This is the method fol- 
lowed by the Indians, but most of 
the fishing is done at night. 


The view from the high, rustic 


bridge at Big Smoky is alone well 
worth a visit. It is one of the real, 
wild spots of beauty left us. It is 
just a lew hundred yards from high- 
way 55.

Gulf of Mexico ports had but little 
if any effect on values. 


In a fresh selling flurry, that for 


a time today overwhelmed the grain 
markets, all deliveries of wheat and 
rye outdid previous 
bottom prices 


for the present crop. Corn also 
broke the season's low-price record 
except for the May delivery. In ad- 
dition to the circumstance that the 
Liverpool wheat market today was 
much weaker than expected the fact 
was pointed out by leading grain au- 
thorities here that Canada already 
has 12,000,000 bushel of \vheat Bait- 
ing at Canadian seaports, 15,000,000 
at United States lake ports and 
$11,000,000 bushels at United States 
Atlantic ports. 


It was asserted that this makes a

United States begins to move the do- 
mestic surplus down to the

point of availability. Moreover, the 
Canadian wheat is largely under con- 
trol of a single interest that has a 
record of feeing able to shade prices 
when necessary to effect sales.

cooperation with the state conserva- 
tion departments.

lif« along the Mississippi river. In 
th« first place, the laws of the ad 
joining states differ widely and the 
boundaries following the torturous 
channel of the river were none too 
definite. Then, too, some of the state 
laws did not fit conditions along the 
Mississippi but were designed more 
especially for 
general conditions 


throughout the state. 


Again, the Intensive work needed 


to protect fish, game and fur-bearing 
animals in the Mississippi 
bottom 


lands could not be done with the 
small state forces available in the 
locality. 
• Working arrangements have been 
made with the states whereby better 
protection is now afforded and the 
federal forces of rangers and their 
assistants tend to harmonize the 
work and add much to its effective 
ness. This federal force is now well 
equipped with patrol boats and work 
boats of various kinds and gives at- 
tention not only to game and fish 
protection but to fur bearing ani 
mals, regulation of grazing, and oth- 
er features. 


FOUGHT AGAINST FIRES 


Special efforts are made to prevent 


vent running fireu 
which ""injure 


much wild life through burning up 
nets and the young of various creat- 
ures and destroying cover and food 
This is being rapidly changed and the 
residents along the refuge are being 
brought to realize more fully the- se- 
rious effects that fires produce. 
' It is necessary to permit some 
stock to graze on the lands on the 
refuge: otherwise some of the farm- 
ers would be seriously inconvenienc- 
ed. 


The cutting of wood and hay is al- 


so necessary 
to a certain extent. 


Wood-cutting operations are to be su- 
pervised as not to injure the forest 
but rather to improve it. The cutting 
of hay is permitted only after the 
nesting season for wild ducks and 
other birds using the grass lands as 
nesting places have 
reared 
their 


young to a point where they are safe 
from the mower. 


The number of domestic stock al- 


lowed on nesting grounds and the 
time when they are permitted to en- 
ter the range are so regulated as not 
to endanger seriously the nests, eggs, 
or young of the wild fowl. 


Last fall five closed areas were de- 


signated within the refuge boundar- 
ies and these were given particularly 
close patrol to prevent duck shooting 
on them. They are the same areas 
where muskrats have been given pro- 
tection since the establishment of the 
refuge. It was only a day or so pre- 
ceding the opening of the duck sea- 
son that these areas were closed and 
posted and it was surprisingly to see 
how quickly the ducks discovered the 
places of safety. 


DUCKS SOON CAME 


Large numbers of ducks and coots 


and Eome wild geese found these 
sanctuaries almost immediately and 
remained on them or in the neigh- 
borhood, all fall until ihe freeze-up. 


Accordingly, ducks were much in 


•^evidence throughout the hunting sea- 


son, whereas during previous falls 
the wild fowl flights were briefly. 
Other years they were quickly shot 
out all along the river, but last fall 
it was different. 


The ducks in thousands remained 


on the sanctuaries and flew back and 
forth to different portions of the re

fuge "affording fair shooting until the 
lakes and sloughs were all frozen up. 
As a result, more ducks than unusu- 
al came back and lingered within 
and around the'closed areas. Larger 
numbers of ducks rested in

Last fall additional areas were 


closed to shooting and a striking in- 
crease is noted in the number of 
ducks and geese flocking to the re- 
fuge. Shooting in the surrounding 
country is better than for years. 


Three closed areas have shown 


wonderful results in the production 
of muskrats which became so numer- 
ous last fall that it -was necessary 
this year to

Outdoor Seed Sowing 


Requires Great Care 


Except for the very coarse seeds, 


outdoor seed sowing requires consid- 
irable care to bring a good percent- 
age of the seedlings through to gar- 
den maturity. The greatest danger is 
'rom rain, especially with the fine 
;eeds. The main care is to provide 
some kind of protection so that if a 
heavy rain impends it can be put ov- 
er the seed bed quickly and easily. 


This is a precaution that is nec- 


essary until the seedlings have at- 
tained sufficient size to stanS up un- 
der a shower. "When seeds first ger- 
minate they have not sufficient root 
systems to hold them in the ground 
under a downpour and in tiny plants 
great quantities or even in whole 
sowing are sometimes washed out. 
For ease of protection, it is most con- 
venient to sow the seed in long rows. 
Planks can be obtained and laid 
alongside the seed row 
in which 


bricks or flower pots are placed at 
proper distances and 
when 
rains 


Jireaten the plank can be set over 
he row to break the downpour. 


The soil for the outdoor bed should 


>e carefully prepared, well broken up 
and leveled. Sow in rows and sow 
thinly. Merely press fine seed such 
as poppies into the soil with a brick 
or block of wood. Cover other seed 
about, twice their thickness. Mark the 
rows plainly. After the seed is sown, 
he planks can be used to good ad- 
vantage over the row to prevent the 
sun drying out the 
soil, removing 


hem as soon as the plants begin to 
weak through the soil. 


Make the seed bed in a shady posi- 


ion or one shaded at least half the 
day for vegetables that ..you expect 
o transplant. Vegetables that are 
sown where they grow are robust, 
usually fairly coarse seeded and do 
not need these extra 
precautions-. 


The soil should be in good tilth for 
them and after that they are quite 
capable of holding their own with 
the elements. Sow thinly at the start 
and save a lot of extra work in thin- 
ning. 


Now is the tune to get seed into 


the ground, both vegetable and flow- 


eaten out most of the water potato 
and other duck and rat foods.

ing Act Written by His 
Father

Washington — A revision and ex- 


tension of th« Seamen's Act, called 
'the charter of freedom for the sai- 
lors," is being sought by Senator 
Robert M. LaFollette Jr. of Wiscon- 
sin, son of the man who wrote the 
original law and won its passage 
in a spectacular battle in the Sen- 
ate. 


"roung Bob" is seeking to carry 


on his father's work for seamen by 
amending the law, extending its pro- 
visions to still other sailors, and tak- 
ing care of loopholes made by admin- 
istrative regulations. 


He Is also seeking to equalize the 


cost of operating American ships 
with the cost In other countries by 
including in the law regulating the 
discharge or resignation of seamen 
the sailors of foreign vessels while 
they are in ports of the United 
States.

they wish to keep their sailors.

timated its willingness to negotiate

law. Until then there will be no devi- 
ation of the'foregoing policy. 


The government's latest action in 


an effort to make the natives obey 
its laws grew out of trouble of long 
standing, which had its root in the 
natives' claim that their chieftains 
were not allowed a proper voice in 
the government; in the natives' as- 
sertions that prohibition was en- 


forced In Samoa 
while liquor was 


permitted in New Zealand and that 
restrictive regulations vtere applied 
to the handling of copra.
